The Stone-Laden Steamers Were 
Sunk By the Russian Fire Befcr* 
Reaching th« Points Planned 
For Thefr Foundering. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 27 —A diapatch 
r< ccivod here from Port Arthur dated 
February 26 lajra: 

"At 1 o'clock this morninsr several 
Japanese torpedo boats were sighted 
from here with their saiia set for the 
purpose of disguising their character. 
The battleship Retvlzan and the shore 
iM^rief opened lire on them and con- 
tinued llrfng until daybreak -without 
any visible result After daybreak a 
Japanese squadron, apparently convoy- 
ing transports, vras sighted. At a quar- 
ter past 11 this squadron camo nearer 
aad an engagement which lasted 40 
minutes ensued. There was no dam- 
'age. Tew shells fell In Port Arthur." 

It is cxpcotod here that tlie JapanoKC 
will attempt a landing soon. 

An inspection of the Japanese ships 
sent Into this harbor February 24 
shows they were loaded with coal and 
kerosene* and that electrical infernal 
machines had been placed in the midst 
of this cargo. 

The Sunken Shipa. 

Tol<!o, Fob. 27.— Vice Adm. Togo's 
attempt to bottle up the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur by .sinking a fleet of 
stone-laden merchant steamers in tlio 
mouth of the Barbor evidently failed, 
though the venture caused no loss o^ 
Jlfe and the vessels lost ^ere not of 
great valuo. 

Five ships were prepared by Vlcq 
Adm. Togo for the attempte<l block- 
iade. Four are reported to have been 
«unk,-but the fate of tbe fifth Is un- 
known here. It is presumed that It 
withdrew with the other Japanese ves- 
iSels. Tlie flvo vos.sels, were mannecl 
hy volunteer merchant crews. It was 
imposilble to select naval officers and 
isailors on account of their great ri- 
valry to participate in the daring ven- 
ture. 

Accompanied by four battleehips, 
nine cruisers and nniiioroiis vessels ol 
Ithe torpedo flotilla, the etone-laden 
isteamers reached Port Arthur on Wed 
'nesday. While the fleet engaged th« 
{shore batteries, the steamers made n 
I dash for the mouth of the harbor dl 
'rectly under tbe Russian guns. 

Details of the attack have not been 
received, but it is evident that the Rus- 
sian's Are sank the steamers before 
they reached tbe points planned for 
their foundering by tbe Japanese. It 
Is said that all of the crews of the four 
vessels escaped in boats and were 
picked up by the .lapanoso boat de- 
stroyers. The report that two of the 
\torpedo boat destroyers were sunk by 
the Russians is denied. 

No Lives Were Lost. 

The naval department has received 
a brief dispatch from the commander 
of one of the torpedo boat destroyers 
saying that no lives and no warships 
were lost and that no damage was in- 
flicted by the Russians. Pending the 
receipt of the official report of Vice 
Adm. Togo, the naval department de 
clinee to make any announcements re 
garding tbe affair. 

Seoul, Feb. 27. — The Corean govern- 
ment has decided to order the Corean 
troops to Join tho Japanese in the field.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 



It Is Reported That the Russians Have 
Evacuated ths Place. 



London, Fob. 27. — The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of tho E>aily Telegraph has 
sent in Interesting news of Japanese 
military operations. Ha asasrts that 
Port Dalny is being evacuated by the 
Russians, who boast that they have 
mined the breakwater, wharves and 
railroad sidings there in order to pre- 
vent tbe Japanese from making use of, 
these facilities. This correspondent 
repeats that tha llaHsiw hiv»'OBly 
supplies for five months at Port Ar- 
thur, aM says tbat a latge number of 
{Japanese transport.s have returned to 
Nagasaki, whero they are busily en- 
gaged In embarking mora troops to be 
taken to tbe vicinity of Port Dalny.

It Passed the House After Being Un* 
der Consideration For a Week. 

Washington, Feb. 27. — Senate— The 

senate Friday considered at some 
length the bill requiring tho use of 
American Kliii).s in carrying govern- 
ment supplies, but without action ad- 
journed for want of a quorum. The 
bill was criticized by democratic senar 
tors as being In the nature of a sub- 
sidy, but Mr. Hale, who was in charge 
of the mcasur«', defended it against 
this attack and chanii>4()ned it in the 
Interest of American shipping. Early 
in the day an agreement was reached 
to take up on Monday next tbe hill 
authorizing the erection of a joint 
building for tlu diiiai tments of stato, 
justice and commerce, and to devote 
Thursday to legislation in the Interest 
of Alaska. 

House— The house passed the naval 
appropriation bill after having it un- 
der consideration for a week. There 
was a party contt st on a number of 
propositions during the day, especially 
on an effort of different minority mem- 
bers to secure an amendment to fix 
the price of armor plate at the figure 
bid by the Mid vale Steel Co. Several 
amendments were ruled out on points 
of order, and the republican leaders, 
by skilful parliamentary tactics,- left 
the matter of armor plate In the dis- 
cretion of the secretary of tbe navy. 
An ineffectual attempt was made to 
have tho eight-hour law applied to all 
ship construction. The contest over 
submarine boats was quite exciting 
and an amendment finally was adopted 
which leaves tta queetion of the type 
of boat open but increases the amount 
of 'the appropriation for such boats. 

* Little Prince Henry Dead. 

Kiel, Feb. 27. — -Princo Henry, son of 
Prince Henry of Prussia, died Friday. 
The little prince had been unconscious 
for some days, as the result of Injur- 
ies received In a fall while playing In 
the nursery several weeks ago. Thurs- 
day a high fever developed, and the 
prince had sev«ral attacks of convul- 
sions. 



Suspected Counterfeiters Arrested. 

Ealt St. IjouIs, 111., Feb. S7. — Detec- 
tives Friday night raided a room occu- 
pied by four men suspected of coun- 
terfeiting and placed them under ar- 
rest, jt. trunk in which were piaster 
of paris molds of coins and two spuri- 
ous coins were seized. 



Imports of American Apples. 
rWasblngton, Feb. 27.— United States 
Consul General Quentbin'i in a report 
to the department of commerce and 

labor, says that tho Imports of Ameri 
can apples at Hamburg from Septem- 
ber 15 to December 27, 1902, amounted 
to 97,647 barrels. 

Four Lumbermen Drowned. 

Knoxvllle, Tenn., Feb. 27l— The 
opening of the lumber season here 
was signalized by the drowning of four 
men and the narrow escape of two 
others. A large raft of lumber struck 
a dam at CampbaH'a shoals^ 14 miles 
above Knoxvllle.

CONSPIRACY TRIAL 

Machen, Lorenz and the Two 
Groift Foiuid Guilty as In- 
dicted by the Court 



THE JURY WAS OUT NINE HOURS. 



When the Verdict Was Announced the 

Four Defend lints and Their Coun- 
sel iSccmed Appalled. 



Bail Was Furnished For the Convicted 

Men, the Sureties Being the 
Same as On the Bonds 
Frier to Convletlon* 

Washington, Feb. 27.— "Guilty as In- 
dicted" was the verdict announced by 
Carl Peterson, tho foreman of the jury 
in the now famous post ofHce conspir- 
acy trial, shortly after 8 o'clock Fri- 
day night, stating at tha same time 
that this was the verdict aa to all four 
defendants, August W. Machen, late 
general superintendent of the rural 
free delivery division; George R Lo- 
renz, of Toledo, 0., and Samuel A. and 
Dlller B. Groft, of this city. The Jury 
had been out nine hours, although tbe 
verdict was reached In eight hours and 
twenty five minutes. JusLIco Prltchard 
had gone to his home, tlioro to await 
any summons from the jury, and when 
at 7:25 o'clock the jury announced to 
the deputy marshal outside tha Jury 
room that a verdict bad been reached 
the justice was sent for and arrived at 
the courthouse before 8 o'clock. 

In the dimly lighted room sat tbe 
;four defendants, who, after the case 
was given to the Jury, had been placed 
in the custody of tbe United States 
marshal and confined to the limits of 
the (ity ball. Kach wore an anxious 
look and a death-like silence fell upon 
the small crowd which had been per- 
mitted to enter the room as the clerk 
inquired of the foreman if a verdlel 
bad been reached. With impressive 
dignity the jury to a man rose and aa 
tho words "Guilty ns Indicted," ful) 
from his lips, the defendajits ami their 
counsel seemed appalled. IMiring tha 
time tbe Jury were out the four dei 
fendants bad paced up and down the 
hallway outside the courtroom and 
had given expression to the belief that 
each hour the jury spent In discussing 
the caso brought them nearer to an 
acquittal. There was very general as- 
tonishment tbat the Jury bad included 
Samuel A. Oroff, the Washington po- 
i.ceman and inventor of the Groff fast- 
ener as to whom Holmes Conrad, spe- 
cial counsel for the government, Thurs- 
day Informed the jury he did not ex- 
pect a conviction, and that he person- 
ally did not believe in bis guilt. 

Five ballots In all were taken. On 
tho first ballot the vote stood 7 to 5 
for conviction, on the second 8 to 4, 
on the third 9 to ?,. on tbe fourth 10 
to 2, and on the fifth the vote was 
unanimous. 

Immediately after tbe verdict was 
rendered Charles A. Douglass, in be- 
half of all four defendants, filed mo- 
tions for a new trial for an arrest of 
Judgmi'nt, and also t'lr an appeal for 
the purpose of having the defendants 
admitted to bail. Ball was then fixed 
at $20,000 each, tbe bond of Lorenz 
and the two Oroffs being increased 
from $10,000 to that sum. ^^^len Mr 
.Maddox. on behalf of tho Croffs, in- 
quired as to the amount of bail to be 
required of them. Justice Prltchard 
said: "I know no difference between 
these defendants. Tbe Jury has said 
they are guilty, and I can not dlscriml- 
nafp, but will treat all alike." 

Next to Samuel A. Oroff, the mort 
surprised man was Machen. who said 
be was thunderstruck at the verdict. 

Ball was furnished Friday night for 
each of the four convicted men, the 
sureties being the same as on the 
bonds for the amounts fixed prior to 
conviction and the defendants were 
released freos custody.

Rochester, N. Y., Feb. 27.— The sun 
set Friday night with ten engines 
pouring streams of water on the ruins 
of what was practically the retail dry 
goods district of this city. For three 
out of tha Bva department stores irera 
.consumed In Friday's disastrous lire, 
one of which, the Sibley, Lindsay ft 
Curr Co., was by far the largest estab- 
lishment ot this kind in the city, and 
tbe oldest 

Insnraaea VM place the loss at M.* 
000,000. Ot this amount $780,000 rep- 
resents tho loss on buildings and the 
remainder the loss on stocks of goods 
and to occupants of oIUcc.';. It Is es- 
timated that 2,500 people are thrown 
out of work, temporarily at least, b»> 
cause of the lire. 

The burned district lies on the north 
.•^Ide of Main street between St. Paul 
street and ('linton avenue, north, run- 
ning from St, Paul street almost the 
entire length of the block. The fire 
started in the store of the Rochester 
Dry Goods Co. and worked west, tak- 
ing but one store east of this establish* 
mcnt, that of the Walkover Shoe Co , 
before Its progress was checked In 
that direction. The next, west, was 
the store of the Beadle, Sherburne Co., 
which was destroyed, then tha Marble 
block, occupied by tbe Sibley, Lind- 
say & Curr Co., also destroyed, and 
finally the 13-story Granite building, 
the lower part of wbli h was also oc- 
cupied by the Sibley, Lindsay & Curr 
Co., and the upper part by offices. On- 
ly the front wall of tbe Marble build- 
ing Is standing. The shell of the 
Granite b\iiidlng is Intact and the 
floors are in place but the building 
was gutted. 

The Sibley. Llnd.'^ay & Curr Co.'s 
six-story wholesale building, tbe 
ground with the stablee. in the rear, 
was destroyed with all Its valuable 
contents. ilii.x loss l)eing jdaced at $1,- 
ir.O.odd. 

There were no casualties and no one 
was injured except Assistant Chief 
Frank A. Janes, who was struck by a 
flying nozzle and received some 

bruises. 

The power on t le trolU'v line run- 
ning along Main street was cut off to 
avoid danger from electricity and no 
ears have run through the block where 
tbe flre occurred all day. All other 
traffic has also been stopped and prob- 
ably will not be resumed until Mon- 
day.

There is far more im|)ortance con- 
nected with tbe selection of seed corn 
ihan most com growers think. A fanner 
in Ohio who raises 200 acres of com an- 
nually had for years selected hia seed by 
picking ont tho beat ears when gather- 
ing the crop. He then tried this: He 
selected from his forty or fifty bushels of 
seed earn one bushel of the very haat 
ears, which seed he planted in a seed 
patch by itself. From this be removed 
all the barren stalha and aaved tho beat 
for seed. From this seed he selected a 
bushel of the beat ears, which seed was 
planted in one patch, another patch with 
the oom from which thia bnahel wu 
taken and the main field wfth com 
selected as he had always done before. 
Now note tha rasnli: All the corn waa 
treated alike in the matter of cultivation 
and grew in the same 2eld. The corn 
from the selected bushel gave him ninety- 
seven buahels an acre, the sseond lot 
ninety-five bushels and the corn from 
tbe seed saved in the old way eighty-one 
bushels per aera, a dlflnanoa oMoortaen 
bushels per acre in favor of this BOthod 
of selecting seed.
